It is to be hoped that the resignation 
aerate J of Dr. Allen D, Albert from the 
ulton County Planning Commission will 
shock County Commissioners sufficiently 
to bring about a reversal of their recent 
attitude toward zoning recommendations. 
County Commissioners rejected seven 
out of 15 recommendations of the Plan- 
ning Commission on July 5.

Dr. Albert and other members of the 
Planning Commission have made expert 
advice .available to County Commission- 
ers which would be of great benefit in 
the future, particularly to the urban region 
of Fulton about Atlanta. But County 
Commissioners have chosen increasingly 
often to spurn this service. They are al- 
lowing political expediency to mortgage 
the proper development of the area.

| Democratic Convention has just turned in the 

5 most amazing example of unbiased judgment 

ever shown by a political convention. It has refused to nominate 

as a State Senator a man who is just about as close to the adminis 
tration as one can get—Andrew Tuten, of Alma. It has decid 

a contest in favor of Dorsey Dean, whose claims of friendship to 

the Talmadges have been doubted by some—and who certainly does 

not anywhere approach the inner circle position that Tuten holds. 


The reason given by the all-powerful contest committee for its 
ruling was this: “We followed the law, and not any political 
preferences.” 


Members, who were personal friends of Tuten, said they could 
find no law giving any power to a Senatorial committee. The 
law gave the power to the County Democratic Committee to set 
the rules for the Senatorial race run in one county ‘under the 
rotation system. Tuten won a plurality of votes in the June 28 pri- 
mary. The Senatorial Committee ruled this was sufficient, but 
the Bacon County Committee conducted a runover which Dean 
won, (Tuten said he did not participate in the runover.) 


: In all contests heard by the State Contest Committee, 
Prestige the candidates competed to show their loyalty to 
Governor Talmadge. They frankly admitted that they expected 
this loyalty to be given weight, since they were arguing their case 
before a political committee. The vast majority of committee 
members were lawyers, in addition to being political leaders. 
They included such men as Sen. Crawford Pilcher, Speaker Pro 
Tem George Smith, Rep. Jack Ray, Wingate Dykes, Pete Lati- 
mer and others. 


This decision, based upon law, when the political weight and 
personal friendship were on the other side, certainly gives a new 
prestige to contest committees of the State Democratic Convention. 


. The crusade for more interest in “The 
Crusade Gains Election That Nobody Knows”—selection of 
members of the important county Democratic executive commit- 
tees—wound up with much success when contests for these posi- 
tions came from three counties before the State Democratic Con- 
vention. Heretofore, it has been difficult to get people to run for 
this non-paying job, much less fight it out before a State con- 
vention. 


The airing of these contests indicated an outrageous state of 
affairs in the holding of elections in some precincts. 


Up in Union County, Erwin Dyer claimed he should have won 
a committee seat by one vote, instead of losing it by one vote. 
The election manager threw out two ballots on which the word 
“Erwin” was written, and Erwin Dyer contended these people 
were voting for him. 


His opponent’s name was Miss Austine Hunter. The name of 
the election manager who threw out the two votes, Dyer said, 
was Miss Austine Hunter—the same Miss Austine Hunter who 


Was opposing him. 
In Early A Blakely attorney made some charges of steam- 
rolling of a committee “election” in Early County. 
Committeemen are elected in that county, as in most other coun- 
ties, by the “write-in” method, Attorney Lowery Stone said. 


Rules require that space be left on the ballot far “write-ins.” 
At the last minute, Stone charged, Committee Secretary Theo White 
handpicked himself a slate of candidates and printed their names 
on the ballot—leaving no space for “write-ins.” Was this an elec- 
tion? Party rules of 1949 say that in the event no election is 
held the State Chairman shall appoint a county committee. 


The other county committee contest came from DeKalb. Dr. 
W. B. Stubbs, former Emory professor, contested. the election of 
Walter Parris, stating some ballots failed to be marked “vote for 
one.” 


Progress was made this year in stirring interest in picking 
honest and efficient persons to make the rules and hold the pri- 
mary elections in the counties. At the same time, the interest also 
gave the public an appreciation of the fine work being done at 

a sacrifice of time by hundreds of conscientious citizens who are 
today, and who have been for years, contributing their time to 
serve as members of their county Democratic executive committees.

Russia and the Jews 


The Editors: The official news agencies of 
Communism in Russia are still denouncing the 
Zionists as “homeless cosmopolitans” and serw.

OLLIE REEVES 
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Let Tito Have Whatever He N eeds 


WASHINGTON—The minor Soviet satellite state of Bulgaria is about as strong in ground forces 
as the United States, according to the most recent and most reliable intelligence estimates. This 
wholly unamusing commentary on the extent of American disarmament suggests one reason why 
Yugoslavia is now moving up towards first place, in the official speculation on where the Kremlin is 


most likely to strike next. 

An attack on Yugoslavia by the satellite Bul- 
garian, Hungarian and Rumanian armies has 
been considered on balance unlikely simply be- 
cause it has been generally assumed that Mar- 
shal Tito’s tough troops could rather easily deal 
with such an attack. Since Korea set the pattern, 
however, the military experts have been having 
@ good hard look at this complacent assumption. 


The Bulgarian ground forces consist of 10 
fully manned and fully equipped divisions, 
including one armored division. er almost 
exactly the Korea Day strength of the Amer- 
lean ground forces. The Hungarians and 
Rumanians have another 12 divisions be- 
tween them, including another armored divi- 
sion, for a total of 23 divisions among the 
three satellites. 


Again for purposes of comparison, the entire 
ground strength available for the defense of 
Western Europe now consists of 12 under- 
manned divisions (including two American) or 
hardly more than half the ground forces of the 
three eastern European satellites. These satellite 
armies, ‘moreover, are equipped with between 
700 and 800 of the T-34 Russian tanks, plus a 
smaller number of good German World War II 
models. 


The three satellites also have adequate ground 
support aircraft generously supplied by their 
Russian masters. The Bulgarians, for example, 
have a 64,000-man air force, with 200 front-line 
planes, and the other satellites have comparable 
air strength, 

On the other side, Marshal Tito can put into 
the field about 30 divisions. This number of 
divisions, larger than the total for the three 
neighboring satellites, explains the assumption 
that the satellites could not defeat Tito without 


direct intervention by the Red Army. But espe- 
cially since Korea, it has become obvious that 
Tito suffers from grave counter-balancing dis- 
advantages. 

One of these is suggested by the simple facts 
of geography. Yugoslavia is hemmed in by the 
three satellites in a giant arc, and the long Yugo- 
slavia frontier- cannot possibly be defended at all 
points. 


Yet even graver is Tito’s replacement prob- | 


lem. Like the other satellites, Tito’s army is 
equipped; from pistols to tanks, with Russian 
arms, for which he can now get no replacements. 
While Tito was running out of everything, from 
tanks to ammunition, the satellites could draw on 
the inexhaustible Soviet reserves. 


In such circumstances, the legic of his 


cause he cannot afford te grow 

weaker while his potential enemies grow 
stronger. There are these 

arms aid for Tito would in itself impel the 
Kremlin to attack. 


Yet if the revised estimates are correct, and 
the satellites have an excellent chance of defeat- 
ing Tito’s army, there can be only one reason 
for the Kremlin to hold back. That is the fear 
of a general war. A general war would, in fact, 
inevitably follow an attack on Yugoslavia, by the 
remorseless logic of events, unless the West were 
prepared to see a crun bling away of all powers 
or resistance on the continent. The best way to 
avert an attack is thus to make it abundantly 
clear to the Kremlin that such an attack will be 
the point of no return. And the best way to do 
this is to let Tito have whatever he needs to dis- 
courage a satellite assault on Yugoslavia.

N and somewhat distraught, Maj. Gen. Hobart R. 

Gay leaned against our jeep and said the thing was beginning to 
remind him of some of Napoleon’s campaigns. 

“At least that's the way one of their recent attacks went,” the 
commander of the almost incessantly committed cavalry said. 
“They came at us in four almost solid: waves and the fourth one, 
in the tradition of some of Napoleon's armies, was pushing the 
other three ahead of it.” 

“In the first wave were pathetic-looking old and youthful 
North Korean conscripts, armed only with sharpened sticks. Be- 
hind them came nervous, green troops with the worst guns of the 
group, then a slightly better equipped. line whose members had 
seen a little battle. 

“The fourth wave was the one that counted. They were the 
tough, hardened veterans and their job extended beyond the 
problem of shooting Americans. Their main job was to shoot 
any of the Korean Reds who attempted to run back through the 
successive waves, as we opened up. For any of these men to re- 
treat was certain death. 

“If they advanced they might possibly live, though they had 
been told that if captured by the Americans we would torture 
them to death. So most of them pressed on against us.“ 


A few miles to the rear of the Naktong line, 
The Raw Edge Brig. Gen. Hunk Allen, long-time friend 
of Gen. Ike Eisenhower, wiped a sleeve across his grimy face and 
talked about the North Korean prisoners he had interrogated. 

“I think they are on the raw edge of a crackup,” Allen said. 
“A batch we picked up last night had had one meal in the past 
four days. If we could get another couple of complete divisions 
in here and hit em with one big punch, I think we could kick 
oyt of them in no time.” 

General Allen has paid particular attention to the answers of 
North Korean prisoners when they are asked about their Russian 
affiliations. 

They will all tell you that they trained under Russian officers 
in the north and that the Red officers came along with them as 
they moved south—but that all of the Russians stopped at the 
thirty-eighth parallel. This must be straight. stuff, for we haven't 
seen anything that even looks like a Russian in the field.”

The Roads Are Rough and Deadly

Ot all the South's major highways, including the much-discussed U. 8. Route 41, Highway 23 
between Gainesville and Atlanta gets our bid as the most crowded. the roughest, the hardest on 
traffic. A local motorist took two hours and 10 minutes Sunday to get to Gainesville from the inter- 
section of Highway 23 and Clairmont Road, outside Atlanta, Traffic crept along at a miserable and 
nerve-wracking 25 to 30 miles an hour, he reports, and cars were bumper to bumper most of the way. 


“Creepers” clog traffic. So many small com- 
munities are along the route that motorists 
with short distances to travel plod along the 
highway, giving through drivers the Willies.“ 
Our State Patrol, while charged with the respon- 
sibility of controlling traffic, has a multitude 
of other duties and too few cars to patrol effi- 
ciently all the miles it must watch. However, we 
would suggest that patrolmen cruise the high- 
way and prod along slow drivers as well as 
arrest speeders. A slow driver accumulates 
a tail of scores of ranting motorists behind him 
and goads many people into dangerous driving 
situations. 


But no traffic control, no amount of driver 
education can really solve the problem. The 
fact is that we need a new highway and we 
need it badly. The present highway is not only 
a traffic and nerve hazard, it causes a direct loss 
in revenue. The American Automobile Associa- 
tion in other states recommends that tourists 
go out of their way to avoid Georgia. Certainly 
no tourist in his right mind would return to 
Highway 23 if he could possibly prevent it. 

We are being choked off economically by the 
present highway. It not only is a shame and a 
disgrace to our section, it represents a loss in 
dollars and cents.

They'll Do It Every Time 


59 more than died during the first half of last 
year. 

Bringing the gruesome figures down to this 
locality—13 people met their horaible sudden 
death during the first six months of 1950 in the 
five-county area covered by the Cordele sta- 
tion of the State Highway Patrol. This number 
is more than twice the six fatalities during the 
first half of 1949 in the five-county area. 

The local patrol station points out that five 
of this year’s deaths occurred on Highway 41 
between Cordele and Perry—and that the main 
cause of those deaths is the “slickness when wet” 
of the blacktop, narrow macadam road between 
here and Vienna—and the narrow width of Route 
41 north of Vienna where heavy trucks must go 
out on the shoulders to pass other vehicles—re- 
sulting in the shoulders being beaten down some 
six inches below the regular pavement's level. 

This latter condition causes many wrecks as 
vehicles attempt to cut back to their regular 
lanes from the lower level of the shoulders. 

While public education—and more safe and 
sane driving is necessary to cut down the number 
of accidents, the repaving of Route 41 between 
Cordele and Vienna—and the widening of this 
road north to Perry should be of first importance 
to the State Highway Department. 


Our Traffic Murderers

Two experts in the field of traffic safety, 
Col. E. S. Burt, head of the traffic safety edu- 
cation division of the Georgia State Patrol, and 
Sergeant Ralph Crawford, also of this division, 
have brought timely warnings to the people of 
Bartow County. Bartow County has lost more 
people through traffic deaths in the last 10 
years than were killed in both world wars. 

The problem is more acute today than ever 
before. The number of automobiles on the 
roads of the State has increased threefold in the 
past five years and people are using them more 
than ever before. And they are using them 
at greater rates of speed than ever before, be- 
cause these automobiles are more powerful than 
any in history. 

These factors are all right, but when you put 
a’ combination of an irresponsible person and 
some of our poorly engineered roads behind the 
wheel, the result is death and destruction.
